For ski me time there have been a great 
many speculations in regard to the ap­ 
pointments on the board of management 
of the Stat* institutions.

It must lie rememliered that Congress 
had given for the star route service $5,- 
900,000, which WILS the whole sum asked 
for in the estimates, but the next session 
the sum of $2,000,000 was demanded of 
Congress to pay such increased prices to 
contractors over and above the amounts 
they ha*l contracted for.

Many still living here remember Dr. 
L. Arnold, who for years practiced den­ 
tistry here. There has been little heard 
about him since he left here, but tho oth­ 
er day a private letter was received from 
him by Dr. G. W. Chittenden from which 
we are allowed to take portions which 
will be read with interest by all, and es- 
pecmlly by those who arc acquainted with 
its writer. Tho letter is dated Silver 
City, New Mexico, April 16, aud tho ex­ 
tracts arc as follows: 
I have travelled through all the terri­ 
tories with the exception of Dakota, with 
my own conveyance, and have been en­ 
gaged iii various kinds of business, a1 
ways, however, having my full set of den­ 
tal instruments ready to do anything in 
that line. 
Sometimes I have had all the 
means one man need to have to make 
him comfortable for a lifetime, and at 
others only my toothpicks, which always 
proved a friend in time of need. 
I spent tho winter of 1860 in a place 
called Hellgate, in Montana, in the vicin­ 
ity of the Flat Head Indian agency?* the 
winter of ’61 and ’62 in the noted Salmon 
river diggings in Idaho,at Florence, where 
I made plenty of money selling goods at 
one dollar per pound and upwards. 
In 
’62-3 I wintered in the Payette Valley, in 
Idaho, where I had somo unpleasantness 
with tile lied Skins, they having need of 
my pack train for their winter grub. 
However, I bought seventy horses more, 
in a few days, aud built a strong corral in 
the river bottom for tile horses at night, 
ami put up a largo Indian lodge for my­ 
self and men (four packers and a cook) 
where I wintered. After being settled I 
hired three of the most desperate moun­ 
taineers I could find, for $150 per day, 
and furnished them with horses, guns, 
amnnition, blankets and grub, ami start­ 
ed them out to hunt for the stolen horses. 
Iii al*nit ten (lays two of them came 
in with two scalps and two horses that 
belonged to another train stolen after 
mine, aud iii the meantime found where 
my stolen train wits located in. It being 
too coli! to get an expedition to go after 
them 
at that time, I waited until m 
March when a company of 70 men met 
at my camp, organized aud started out, 
found them aud stayed with them two 
days and one night—made twenty-seven 
(food Indians and got four of my horses. 
It cost me one thousand dollars, and I 
should have been willing to have paid 
the same price for twenty-seven more. I 
started with my seventy horses for Walla 
Walla, at the same time the expedition 
started for the Indians, and returned in 
about 45 days with a cargo of provisions, 
winch I sold at an advance of from 25 to 
IO cents per pound above cost, clearing 
$1,000 above the cost of my horses. I 
returned to Walla Walla and 'bought 
three four-horse teams, and 
loaded 
them with Hour at $5 per hundred, aud 
sold it for $35 lier hundred in Idaho city, 
then railed West Bannock. I started 
back and on my way I bought two ox 
teams, seven yokes to the team, 10,000 
jHuiiid wagons, and at Walla Walla I 
bought two more of the same size. I then 
had four ox teams two four-horse teams 
and thirty pack-liorees. I loaded them 
ail at twenty cents per pound, mostly 
for the sutler store at Fort Boise. On 
my way I traded one four-horse team and 
ten pack-horses for another ox team. On 
my arrival at Boise city, I discharged all 
my drivers aud turned my stock out in 
the valley to winter, at no expense only 
t<» board a man to go out and count tliem 
every day. They cost me $50 per head. 
The next spring I sold 40 head for $100 
each for beef, and replaced them in a few 
days for $50 per head, and lured my 
whole outfit to the government for $90 
]>er day for forty days.

riage in Syria as wedding bells are sup­ 
posed to f>c of similar ceremonies in 
more civilized countries. 
An hour or so later, as we looked out 
of the window, we saw a long proces­ 
sion of women, dressed in white, and 
ing lights in their hands, winding 
e nill toward the bride's house.

«y friends, who had fortunately re­ 
ceived an invitation for the evening, 
wrere kind enough to include me, ami 
taking a shorter path up a ladder and 
across a terrace, we arrived before the 
women in white had reached the door. 
We were greeted with innumerable sa­ 
laams and expressions that mean so 
much more in English than Arabic that 
they never ought to be put through the 
magnifying process of translation, and 
shown almost immediately into the 
room w’herc the bride was receiving her 
guests. 
Picture to yourself, fair read­ 
er, how you looked or hope to look on 
your wedding day, and then listen to 
the unexaggerated colorless description 
of this Svnan bride. 
A moderately large room w as packed 
with women, all uttering cries not un­ 
like those in which American college 
students love to luxuriate at boat races 


again to make our adieus to the bride, 
still perched high up on her scaffold, 
and then, as custom demanded, we fol- 
lowed the crowd on its way to tho 
bridegroom's house to tell him of tho 
marvelous beauty of tho bride, and 
j what a happy man lie ought to think 
himself lo have won such a treasure. 
We thought that at least he had good 
reason to congratulate himself, as al­ 
most every Hum in Syria ha§ several 
times a day on not having been horn a 
woman. 
Ile wras a little nervous, as 
becomes a man of feeling on such an 
occasion, but by contrast with tho 
bride's melancholy condition, lie seemed 
specially comfortable, curled up on a 
broad divan and surrounded bv a host 
of his friends, smoking narghiles and 
drinking hoine-made brandy. Our call 
was merely formal, and we cut it as 
short as possible, but all intimate ac­ 
quaintances stayed the whole night 
through, consuming tho bridegroom’s 
spirituous wealth, but without being 
greatly affected by it tho next day, as 
far as we could sec. 
At about eleven o’clock the following 
morning the women in white w’ent again 
to the bride’s house to conduct hor to 
the church, where the matrimonial knot 
was to bo tied in the elaborate style of 
the Greek ritual. 
She was meek and 
tractable and did not turn back, as 
brides often do at such a moment, 
throwing the procession into great con­ 
fusion, and causing the advance guard 
to draw their swords as if about to 
slaughter somebody, and all the women 
to utter the despairing shriek, “ She is 
not coming,” “ She could not leave her 
home,” “ She has turned back.” She 
passed with great bravery through the 
f 
i. and was taken in triumph 
to-the bridegroom’s house, where, very 
likely, her mother-in-law—mothers-in- 
law arc the terror of all brides in Syria 
—will succeed in breaking her heart

Through this 
crowd way was made for us to the only 
chairs in the apartment. We had time 
then to look up. 
Half way between 
the floor and the ceiling, on a high 
platform covered with Turkish rugs, 
and Hanked on each side with silk 
cushions, and barricaded in front with 
a rowr of candles stuck in oranges, and 
the oranges stuck in tumblers, wras 
something that at the lirst glance we 
sawr must be a woman.

From three o'eloek in the afternoon - it 
was then after seven—this matrimonial 
martyr had kept her elevated position, 
and tor all those hours those wild cries 
had been beating against the tympanum 
of her ears.

Yesterday morning the funeral services 
of the late J. P. J. Hayner were held at 
his home in the town of Bock.

Mr. Wells presented some biographical 
facts concerning the deceased, and paid 
a just tribute to his faithfulness, consis­ 
tency, and honesty in liviug out the doc­ 
trines which he believed. 
The deceased was born in Brunswick, 
near Troy, N. Y., Ju*y IO, 1791, and died 
Apnl 22,1881, thus passing through the 
expel icnces of this life for nearly ninety 
years.

At the age of 22 he was married to 
Miss Laura Hayner with whom he lived 
seventeen years,thero being given to them 
five children, two of whom. Elias Hayner 
aud Mrs. William Hayner are still living. 
A year after the death of his first wife he 
married Miss Miranda Croy, and he 
lived very happily with her for over fifty 
years.

One 
of 
them crossed tho river of deatli a year 
ago, and two, John G., and Louis remain 
to mourn the death of the father, and to 
comfort the lonely mother. 
In the business phase of the life of the 
deceased there is not much of public in­ 
terest to record. His years were passed 
in agricultural pursuits. Sixty years he 
spent upon farms in the hills and valleys 
of his native state, and thirty years lie 
has given to cultivating tho prairie of 
old Rock. 
He united with the Methodist church 
in 1810, and continued an honest earnest 
member thereof until his death, filling 
well the position of class-leader, trustee, 
steward, exhorter aud local preacher, and 
was ordained a local deacon and local 
elder in tho church, and to all the vows 
he took upon himself, he remained true 
to the last. 
His home was one of the favorite visit­ 
ing places of the itinerant preachers, who 
ever received there a hearty welcome 
and most hospitable care.
